Marketing Quotas 
And Referendum 
Due Within 60 Days

WASHINGTON — With an 
uncharacteristic burst of speed. 
Congress last week ended its 
months-long tussle with the 
problems of burley tobacco. 

First the House and then 
the Senate approved a bill 
to create a poun iage system 
of production controls for 
hurley. 

Uie action means, assuming 
that President Nixon allows 
the bill to become law, bur- 
ley farmers will vote early 
next month on whether to 
accept poundage controls. 

A two-thirds majority is 
necessary for approval. If that 
margin is lacking the present 
federal system of production 
controls and price supports 
will lapse for at least a year. 

If the Pres id (tut approves 
-.he bill as expected, the Agri¬ 
culture Department then would 
proclaim 1971 crop quotas on 
a poundage basis. The referen¬ 
dum would follow 30 days 
later. 

The bill directs the depart¬ 
ment to restrict the pounds 
of burlqy a farmer may sell. 
That system would replace 
the current method of limit¬ 
ing the amouht of acreage on 
which the crop may be grown. 

The bill has these principal 
features: 

v* Farmers’ tentative 1971 
quotas will be based on their 
average per-acre yields of bur- 
ley for four of the past five 
years. 

i^The Agriculture Depart¬ 
ment may reduce quotas as 
much ais 5 per cent a year, 
except for farmers whose acre¬ 
age allotments are now a half- 
acre or lesh III 1972 snd 1973, 
their quotas may be cut no 
more than 2 ',2 per cent. Allot¬ 
ments of a half-acre or less 
are now protected from any 
production cut. 

✓A farmer may Rase a s 
much as 15.0C0 pounds °1 quota 
'rom other farmers in hig 
county.

Hook On Fees For 
Water Customers 
Upped By Council 

The West Liberty City Coun¬ 
cil at its April meeting Mon¬ 
day evening approved an or¬ 
dinance raising service charges 
and deposits for households 
hooking on to the city water 
line. 

Whereas in the past, the ser¬ 
vice charge was $1 and the de- 
oosit was $10, service charge 
| (or hook-on fee) for new cust¬ 
omers has been hiked to $5 and 
the deposit upped to $20. An 
ordinance to this effect appears 
elsewhere in this edition. 

In other business, Council 
considered the possibility of ex¬ 
tending city water lines to In¬ 
dex to provide water for the 
proposed new Morgan County- 
High School to be built there 
soon. 

Ken Hudson, member of a 
Lexington engineering firm, 
was present to discuss with 
the Council the probable cost 
of constructing a line to the 
Index area. The cost, including 
construction of a storage tank 
at Index, would be approximate¬ 
ly $100,000, it was revealed. 

The City is eligible for a 50 
percent federal grant to help 
finance the project and mem¬ 
bers of the City Council and 
Hudson were to meet last night 
(Wednesday) with the county 
school board to discuss the pos¬ 
sibility of the school board 
helping pay the remaining cos’ 

Council also renewed for 
three years — at $60.00 per 
month — the lease on the quar¬ 
ters occupied by City Hall. Ai 
•so discussed was the City’s par¬ 
ticipation in the upcoming Dog¬ 
wood Festival.

Unfortunately, not all those 
who attain or seek to attain 
positions of trust are men of 
great intellect and wisaom, or 
even men of particulaily high 
ideals for that matter. Some 
nevdr get their eights any 
higher than the ballot box 
at the next election—ever 
zeardy to sieze and distort for 
.heir own purposes whichever 
is the popular side of any issue 
that arouses the public interest 
—and always for their own 
personal gain. 

Many Shallow politicos of 
this type — including some 
in this state—showed their 
colors last week following the 
court martial conviction of 
Arrnly Lt William L. Calley 
on charges of murdering un¬ 
armed civilians at My Lai, 
South Vietnam three years 
ago. 

Sensing the great welter of 
conflicting emotion stirred by 
the Calley verdict, tlhese cyni¬ 
cal individuals quickly siezed 
upon the prevailing feeling 
of sympathy for Calley to 
claim the limelight for them¬ 
selves. Experts at catching the 
public temper and molding it 
to thei r own use, they loudly 
expressed outrage over Calley’s 
conviction, choosing to glorify 
him as a martyred hero whose 
only crime was to do his duty. 
Qynically cloaking themselves 
in the guise of patriots, they 
called loudly for public rallies 
to protest the conviction, to 
demand a parden for Calley, 
to condemn hi s jurors as Reds 
and traitors. 

All they have done is add 
[to the confusion and further 
complicate a situation already 
ovarfraught with emotion. De¬ 
spite the welter of sympathy 
for Lt. Calley, the fact re¬ 
mains: unarmed South Viet¬ 
namese civilians, including 
women and ihfant children, 
wore herded together at My 
Lai and summarily executed 
by American soldiers. This 


constitutes murder, regardless 
of extenuating circumstances. 

Time Magazine this week 
put it this way: “The . . . view 
Jjhat Calley only did his duty 
io . . . untenable. It is one 
thing to sympathize with him 
or to hold that others are 
culpable as well; it is quite 
another to deny the difference 
between killing an armed 
guerrilla and mowing down 
old men, women, and children. 
Even amid horror, distinctions 
must be made—-that is the 
essence of law, morals, and 
therefore survival. Not to mak* 
ifchem is a form of moral blind¬ 
ness. That blindness and the 
attendant glorification of Lt. 
Galley may well be the ulti¬ 
mate degradation of the U. S. 
by the Viet Nam War.” 

Blame it on the time':. Blame 
it on the war. But blame it, too, 
on politiical leaders vdio are 
unable to distinguish the basic 
moral issue involved, or worap 
still, who see it but are wilt¬ 
ing to compromise it for im¬ 
mediate political gain.
